to be ncquainted . lorno people Were disposed 
to *ay iti.it (he capital of the proposed Hunk, 
£l1*,ono, win to amall that it could not avail 
for any good. That tlu: Hnglbh Ustrkt, with • 
capital uf £l,7M,0*O wouTd swamp it. But il 
must be recollected that the vast amount of 
cspital invested in Pngligh Ilanki Waa apreatl 
over a wide surface, while that of ■ newly 
conitructed bank ee-uld lie conliued to Sydney. 
Tlie Engliah Banki had hrahthes in 
Von lb tinon's Ijmd. in New Zealand, 
in itouth Auatralia, and Vikewiac in 
Port Phillip, so tliat tho naiount nf capital 
pmd up was not ho very urcttt. Aa to the ail- 
vantasre of such n Cuune he did noL think titer, 
could be a doubt.

And 
what would be the resole of thia I If they had 
not the power to maintain a bank of their own, 
they would at least be throwing Into tht 
hand* of an Engliah proprictAry a power 
and influence ovei lha A— t j, 0 
which was much to be dreaded. The eitlhc- 
tion of anotJicr eulonial buck tuuat nt least 
extend thu iultuencu of thf directors of the 
English biuiki: dincluri who, actuaied by 
English feelings, and whose tole aim and duty 
waa to carry from Lbit colony tho highest 
•mutual of profit she could afford to pay The 
influence uf theae bank, waa already almoat 
paramount, but why was it to f Had they not 
resource, within IhemAelvea ? If there were 
not capital enough in the colony to form this 
uiilltutien it would be uaoltaa-woiae than 
uaelasa— it «ould be ungrateful to sltempt to 
interfere with those who sought to supply their 
defkineies. But thu case w*s not to, Th* 
return which had been alluded to aaorcbrd 
another ill-miration of the impolicy of alii. wing 
colonial bank, to decUne. Ine busmen of the 
two bujlj*h bank* waa in great portion carrlerl 
on by money of the coluiniati. Thitae inati- 
[utiouspsirforiued banking huaineast thev paid 
interest . nnd i ln-v disavouiitetl Inlk, hut "it ni 
out nfcolonlAl fmuU. It eoald not be denied 
he tu willing toowuihtt tht event, of thej 
last hiw years had duuc much U. de.lroy conli- 1 



deuce In colonial batikiag. They had before 
lhaau the eiamplo of la* Sydney 
Bank, and ths^ank of Australia, ui- 
atanees of foithlesatieas and misinaiigc meni that 
wen nearly anffleient to deter all from ven- 
turing In rnlonial banking ipeealttiim.. But 
be would ask, did not tlie tnaturiala fui auch a 
prnjeet itist? Ifilbefio the profit* of nnlonial 
batikiag hod been high, and even now the 
Union Bank declared * dividend of six per 
eont., which in thia colony waa equivalent to 
double that amount of pKlt. He believed 
that to those who had the growth of tbe com- 
merce of th. colony really at heart, thu the 
establishment of this bank would be ami be- 
nerlcial. that it would Enable them to extend 
die spirit of txterprl** whieh directed their 
opcrationi, without Injury to the community 
in which thev tnisted 

Mr, g. A. DoHAMMon eeeondi-d tlie retolo- 
tAon, and thought thai aulBeirnt Teaaou had 
been shown by Mr. Silling to induct the 
meeting moat heartily to ouncujr with it, both 
si regarded the laaaous thry had to guide 
them, and the object to he acquurrd. He be- 
lieved llint the colony was able, and should bt 
both willing and active entiugh, tn lake tho lead 
in its own affairs. But thil waa not tho case - 
whitcvel of good or energy the colony might 
potsciri wat Weighed down hy the inter, 
fcrrilce Of England, who would settle all their 
affuirs for thcniiu her own way.

Their prayera and 
remonstrances on emigration were received 
without a word of answer -in contemptuous 
silence ; and it sopcared, that ir they wished 
to have a bank more or In*, they were to be 
gheeked La that too. In Ureal Britain it had 
become the faahion to cneoimee fire tmdc in 
all thing! ; but in thai colonic, tie trade in 
money wits In be denied, Tlioy were (old that 
they should not liave a* mtuty bunks a* they 
liked- In every thine; but money fret trade 
waa to be admitted . but in the orand vequiaite 
of CftuiHlCrcili iqicrationi il waa (o be with- 
held. At the same lime that he waa thus fa- 
vourable to the est .bliihioont of a colonial 
bank, he could not but look back with horror 
at the catastrophe which tlie moat miaerable 
mlsmsnagemmt and gross negligence hat 
cauaed in simitar inatitution.. In future it be- 
hoved them to be wuvr : but if their aelection 
of a proper and trustworthy directory and 
it were fairly made, he wa. per-
